The lowa State University (ISU) Veterinary Diagnostic Laboratory was established in 1947 to provide diagnostic services that
prevent livestock diseases. The Veterinary Diagnostic Laboratory is the only public laboratory in lowa that is accredited by the
American Association of the Veterinary Laboratory Diagnosticians. The Laboratory processes more than 50,000 cases and
completes more than 1.0 million tests per year. The Laboratory also provides educational opportunities to professionals, graduate
students, scientists, and other practitioners.
